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Continuation of 11. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant argues in substance that EP 1050831 
in view of Chow does not teach storing a predetermined number of recently changed documents irrespective of user's indication of 
significance. Chow teaches a system and method for automatically retrieving changed documents previously accessed from a network 
and internetwork servers. A revision manager maintains a cache system based on a client requests. It caches only pages that a client 
specifically request to be updated automatically. It caches all pages relevant to the users irrespective of their significance or importance 
to the user (see Fig. 4, col. 4, lines 6-39). There is no limitation as to whether the user has interest in the changed documents or not, 
only that they are stored irrespective of user's indication of significance; therefore, EP 1050831 in view of Chow meets the scope of the 
claimed limitation. 
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
